lands map be inhabited by others ot good and honeſt conuerſation. Wee baue thought it not am: ſie for better 
effectinghcrecf.and foꝛ eaſe ofthe Pꝛiſons, to diſmiſſe the vu gar ſoꝛt ot them, retaining their Beads and Pun: 
cipals foꝛ Pledges, not onel to be anſwerable foz their foo2thcommung when ther ſhalt be called (oz, but ko: 
their good behauiour alſo in the meane ſcaſon. Of all which our reſolution, we require all perſons to tale 
notice, and to comfo2t themſelues with full aſſurance, that they (all finde the cffects at all times of our Pꝛo⸗ 
miles in all things tending to the weale of our people.
